To  make  a  little  money  while  there,  we  sold  magazines  to  all  our  friends 
and  neighbors.    This  money  wgs  put  away  for  future  use  while  on  our  trip. 

We  also  sold  pop  and  popcorn  at  the  Basketball  games  for  finances.
